ABOUT CURING MEAT

PROCESS A MYSTERY TO MOST
CITY HOUSEKEEPERS.

Good-Sized Piece of Meat May Be
Bought Advantageously and
Corned—Pickling and Dry-
ing Process Explained.

The method of keeping meats the
year around is well known to farmers’
wives, but a mystery to most city
housekeepers. A good-sized piece of
meat may .be bought advantageously
and corned, after cutting off a portion
to be used in its fresh state. The
rump ls best to corn. Beel tongue,
fresh ham, veal or mutton are excel
lent when corned.

A pickle for corning meat in small
quantities Is made as follows: Four
pounds of coarse salt, eight quarts
of water, two pounds of brown sugar,
one-half pound of saltpeter; stir untll
salt and sugar are dissolved; then
boil and skim, letting the mixture
become cold before pouring over the
meat. Turn the meat In the pickle
aevery day for & week, which will give
it a fine color®and flavor. During
the summer this pickle may be bolled
over with an addition of one cup of
splt and one cup of brown sugar to
ohe quart of water, when it will keep
seweet for several weeks, A plate or
clean flat stone must be used to keep
the meat beneath the pickle.

A large beef tongue will have to
be kept in the pickle fourteen days
before it Is ready for use.

Dried Beef.—BSelect a round of beel
and divide In two parts through the
middls, rejecting the bone. For
twelve pounds of meat allow one-half
pound of fine salt, one-quarter ounce
of pulverized saltpeter, and one-half
pound of brown sugar. Rub this mix-
ture into the meat every morning un-
til it is all used up. At the end of
this time hang up In the smokehouse
for two weeks to dry. An excess of
smoke will ruin the flavor.

Few people In the city bave =&
smokehouse, and this method will be
found a very good substitute. Drive
nailg around the top of a tight barrel,
fill an fron pan or pail half full of
ashes, bulld a fire on top of these
Hang the meat by & stout twine on
the nails, place a board over the top
of the barrel, and cover tightly with
an old blanket. This method has been
tried in the back yard of a ecity resi-
dence and found practical for smoking
two hams, two pleces of beef, and two
BRUSAZeS.

If two or three familles will club
together and buy their meat whole-
sale at one of the packing houses they
will find that their meat bills will be
about one-third what it usually costs.

Graham Blscuits.

One and one-hall cupfuls of graham
flour, one-half cupful of white Hour,
one tablespoonful of brown sugar, one
cgg, ohe teaspoonful each of salt and
Wet with thin, sour cream.
Rol. one-balf toch thick. Bake slowly.

Borax water will restore the gloss
to sateen in washing

Use warm water to sprinkle starched
clothes and the effect will be twice as
satisfactory.

Try removing mildew by soaking In
& weak solution of chloride of lime,
then rinsing in cold water.

Grass stalns may be eradicated by
saturating the stain with kerosene,
then putting the garment in the wash

| tub,

To remove stalns of blood soak
tbem In cold salt water, then wash
In warm goapy water and finish by
bolling.

To erase all traces of scorch stains,
wet the scorched place, rub with soap
and bleach In the sun.

Ink stains are sometimes removed
by sooking in sour milk and then
rinsing in a week solution of chloride
of lime.

Iron rust etains yleld to the follow-
ing treatment: Soak the stain in
lemon julce, sprinkle with salt and
bleach several hours in the sun

Fine ginghams and percales will
emerge from the tub with tha gloss
and dressing of new material if
dipped In sweet milk Instead of
starch

To Keep Gas Stoves Polished.

To keep sheet-iron gas stoves pol-
{shed and looking nice, go over them
occaslonally with some heavy oll, pre
ferably lubricating or black oll, ap
plying with a soft cloth. This will last
twice a8 long as any blackening or
polish. Be careful to avoid olls con-
taining coal oll—Natlonal Magazine

HONEY IS VERY WHOLESOME

Real Value So QOut of Proportion to
Cost It Should Be on Every
Table.

Most suburbanites would keep a few
hives of bees if honey values were bet-
ter understood. Even when the honey
must be purchased its real value is so
out of proportion to its cost that it
should be included among the every-

day necessities.

Comparatively few housewives use
honey as a substitute for sugar In
baking, but managers of large baker-
fes, always on the alert to find the
best and most economical Ingredienta
to use In their productions, value It
at its true worth, and use it in making
their choicest products, because it pro-
vides a varlety of flavor. It produces
lighter and fner cakes, and those In
which It {8 used have superlor keep-
ing qualjties.

Honey {s In the fat, heat and energy
producing class of foods.

Many people who do not keep bees
and a few that do conslde; honey a
luxury, when if freely used it will save
enough of either butter or sugar to
much more than equal its cost. For
example: Have a pitcher of strained
honey at hand and as each cake is
taken from the griddle pour honey
over It and fold llke an omelet. The
result will be eakes that will be “sim-
ply deliclous” without the use of but-
ter—and every housewife knows that
hot cakes call for a great deal of but-
ter when that is used.

Honey has greater sweetening pow-
er than sugar and less is needed. In
a sponge cake that would call for a
cupful of sugar three-fourths of & cup-
ful of homey is sufficient. To make
such a cake beat the threafourths of
a cupful of honey with the yolks of
three eggs, beat In one cupful of flour,
a little at a time, then add four table-
spoonful of hot water, and lastly
fold in the etifly beaten whites of the
three eggs, with any flavoring desired.
